dozen eggs weigh one and one half pounds.

•wo hope that all of tho oluor states may 
speedily follow the good example set by SIu- 
sachusetts. It is annoying to the breeder 
of blooded aud fine fowls lo.find, when he 
offers for sale eggs nearly twice na large as 
his neighbors, that they bring no more per 
dozen than ilo the smaller ones. Also, the 
consumer is often 
vesed lo find that he 


must pay the fame price today for a dozen 
eggs weighing but n pound that l.o yester- 
day paid for a dozen v.-oighiug a pound and 
a half. 
Beside*, nn 
egg from a well-fed 


fowl is heavier and richer than au egg from 
acoraraonfonl that is only hnlf fed, su 
that v/eight compnrpd to size is au indica- 
tion nf 
lii-hueBS. Th'i?, eggs of which 


eight 
will 
weigh 
a 
pound 
are 


betler nntl 
richer thnh those of 
com- 


paratively tue same sizn nf which ten 
aro required for n iinimd. 
Of course, with 


eggs nt three or four cents a dozen — aud ths 
writer of this bus seen hundreds of dozeu* 
sold nt those ti;currs ---it i* no| much matter 
as to the size : hut when the prices rang* 
from I evenly fivu to sixly cents pnr dozen, it 
is a matt', v worlh looking after. 
It is high 


time that this old style of selling nud buying 
poultry and eggs hy the piece should be dis- 
continued. It is a relic of Ihe past, andre- 
miudM us of tho times when dressed hogs 
sold for n dollar each without regard to size 
or condition, and were n dull sale al that. 
Insist upon it, then, you who raise poultry 
for the markel ;. insist upon it, then, yoii 
who havo to buy eggs for consumption :"in- 
sist upon it, all yo rich ami poor, high anil 
low, that eggs bo sold. for so much n pound. 
Thou it will bo some inducement for farmers 
lo raise a belter class of fowls, and all will 
get their just dues. 
Then the enterprising 


breeder nud poultry fancier will receive the 
reward for his efforts to furnish a market 
fowl of good sizo nnd of such n degree of 
falness that it shall be eatable ; and the 
breeder of poor, hnlf starved specimens will 
no longer bo his successful rival.
